y ears, Robert Birbeck . chief deputy 
in the probate judge’s office, be» j 
lieves.

the num ber of com m itm ents to the 
MaxMllon .State hospital 
in 
1938 
Birbeck observed tha t 48 white per­ 
sons had been found insane d ur­ 
ing the past y ear and no Negroes 
A check up on records for the past 
.« even y ears showed that only three 
colored persons had been declared 
in. am . com parable to 290 whites. 
"Ol course. 
Birbeck said, "There 
is a big 
difference 
between 
the j 
white and colored populations of 
the country . But tak ing this into 
consideration the ratio still favors 
the colored elem ent.” 
Twenty -seven cf the 
individuals 
com m itted in 1938 were men, and j 
16 women, the report discloses. Nine i 
were sent to either feeble m inded 
im tituU ons or epileptic haspitals. 
D uring the past y ear 633 couples 
were 
granted 
m arriage 
licenses. ! 
Ninety -five were issued in June. ; 
peak m onth, and 67 in November 
Low m onth was February when only 
24 couples applied for licenses. 
The report showed a total of 520
